WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
Administration officials said to- 
day this country may have to in- 
crease rather than cut the $22,400,- 
000,000 total of European requests 
under the Marshall plan.

Franco leaders were well ad- 
vanced on plans for formation of 
a coalition now that Bevin has 
given them a “go ahead” signal. 

The coalition, the informant 
said, is intended to succeed Fran- 
co, if and when his government 
collapses, as.an interim govern- 
ment which would preside over 
new géneral elections and a pleb- 
iscite to decide on a Republican 
or’ monarchial form of. govern- 
ment. 

Both Prieto and Gil . Robles, 
when questioned today, claimed to 
have ignored each other's _ pres- 
ence here, though they are report- 
ed to have met.

His declaration to the 57-mem- 
ber special Palestine committee 
of the U.N. Assembly was the 
closing shot for the Jews in this 
phase of the U.N. deliberations 
on the problem of the Holy Land. 

It also was in contradiction to 
the closing Arab broadside. Jamal 
Husseini, deputy chairman of the 
Arab Higher Committee for Pales- 
tine declared that creation of “a 
small Jewish state of a million 
people in the heart of this Arab 
world can have no chance of sur- 
vival.” 

The committee completed the 
general part of its work and the 
chairman, Dr, Herbert V. Evatt 
of Australia, said it might meet 
Monday evening to take up spe- 
cific proposals offered by various 


delegations. 
Weizmann, 74-year-old Jewish 


leader, took nearly an hour to 
read his 3000-word speech before 
the committee. He described the 
plan for dividing Palestine into 
two separate nations, one Arab 
and the other Jewish, as offering 
“an escape from deadlock and 
frustration.” The partition plan 
was contained in the majority 
report of the U.N. 1il-nation spe- 
cial committee on Palestine. 

The Zionist spokesman took the 
floor after the Assembly commit- 
tee had heard a 10,000-word speech 
by Husseini. 

Husseini, who is a nephew of 
the exiled Mufti of Jerusalem, 
Haj Amin Ei Husseini, restated 
Arab opposition to partition. by 
announcing that “the Arabs of 
Palestine will never give Way 
under any pressure to part with 
any portion of their country.” 

Husseini said “We are deter- 
mined to live free and independ- 
ent under a unitary, democratic 
state in the whole of Palestine.” 

“We know,”, he continued, “that 
the sword that the United States 
placed the other day in the scales 
witl their claim that their sup- 
port of partition was based on 
the (U.N.) Charter in order to 
give it the lacking legal or logi- 
cal weight, can easily chop off 
the last Arab head in Palestine.”

Minimum of Wares to Be 
Produced — One Crust

Members of the St. Louis Mas- 
ter Bakers Association, backing 
President Truman’s food conser- 
vation campaign, have pledged 
themselves to follow 31 rules to 
prevent waste in the preparation 
of bakery goods, Charles Koch, 
spokesman for the organization 
said yesterday. 

In addition the bakers have de- 
vised a baker's dozen of sugges- 
tions for consumers to ‘follow to 
conserve wheat. 


There is no thought of increas- 
ing the price of bakery products, 
Koch said, but in the future the 
supply will be limited. During the 
war, he pointed out women whose 
husbands and children were in the 
armed forces found outside em- 
ployment and bought cakes or 
pies instead of making them 
ee eee As a consequence 
m bakeries were able to dis- 
pose of all their wares every day. 

Now that families are reunited, 
however, housewives are again 
urr. to.their ovens, and bak- 
ers often find themselves left 
with a quantity of stale pastry. 
To offset this condition, he said, 
members of the association have 
agreed to produce the minimum, 
rather than the maximum amounts 
of bakery goods they believe they 
can sell daily. 

Tricks of the Trade. 

Adoption of this system, Koch 
said, will be the major factor in 
the bakers’ conservation program, 
but there are many other little 
tricks of the trade which they 
may employ to cut down waste. 

Pies, for instance, will be lim- 
ited to one crust, cakes to two 
layers and short paste lattice will 
be eliminated from fruit coffee 


Where fried products are con- 
cerned, the association recom- 
mends temperatures between 385 
and 390 degrees. Too high tem- 
peratures in frying fats will result 
in scorching or burning, it was 
pointed out, while ifthe tempera- 
ture is too low an excessive 
amount of the frying fat will be 
absorbed by the food being 
cooked.

In an address at. the opening 
ceremony, Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
man traced the history of the 
city from the time it was founded 
in 1764, through its incorporation 
in 1809, and urged residents to

themselves with the functions of 
the municipal government.

idea of an annual civic exhibit 


similar to the famous Leipzig Fair 
in Germany before the war, sug- 
gested that St. Louisans devote 
each Saturday to civic work be- 
tween now and 1953 when the 
150th annivefsary of the Louisiana 
Purchase will be observed. 

Brief speeches were made also 
by Ethan A. H, Shepley, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Community 
Chest and Philip J. Hickey, su- 
perintendent of the St. Louis 
Board of Education. The heads of 
city departments and civic groups 
were introduced by Alfred Fleish- 
man, master of ceremonies, 

A spokesman for the Chamber 
of Commerce, which, with the city 
and other agencies, is sponsoring 
the birthday celebration, said that 
each day this week will have a 
special designation, beginning 
with Public Welfare: dey tomor- 
row and continuing through 
Public Utility day, Department of 
Streets and Sewers day, Hospital 
day, Publie Safety day and 
Citizens’ day. 

Style shows, sponsored by the 
St. Louis Fashion Creators, will be 


held in the Opera House of the 
Auditorium Thursday afternoon 
and evening. Entertainment will 
be provided daily by eight local 
radio stations and by high school 
choirs, bands and other musical 
and dramatic groups. 

Among the displays is an electro- 
narcosis machine being shown by 
the Hospital Division.

TO CUT JOBLESS PAY TAX RATE 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 18 
(AP)—One hundred ninety-seven 
employers have paid $620,923 in 
voluntary contributions to the

MAYOR TO CONFER 
WITH AIDS ON 
MILK PROBLEM 


"Considers Proposal for 


Naming Committee or 
Special Counselor to 
Investigate. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufman will 
confer wi city officials tomor- 
row at City Hall in resuming his 
study of St.’ Louis milk price and 
supply. problems to determine 
what should be done to meet 
them. 

He will meet with Director of 
Public Welfare Henry S. Caul- 
field, City Counselor George L. 
Stemmler, Dr. Joseph F. Bred- 
eck, health commission, and Mil- 
ton R. Fisher, head of the Milk 
Control Section of the city Health 
Division. 

Among the proposals he has un- 
der consideration is appointment 
of a committee, or a special city 
counselor, to investigate the prob- 
lems and recommend any correc- 
tive measures found necessary. 
The Consumers Federation of St. 
Louis has called for creation of 
a public body, entirely independ- 
ent of the milk industry and 
health officials, to advise city of- 
ficials and the public on milk 
problems, 

Consumer members of the St. 
Louis Dairy Council have sug- 
gested establishment of a non-po- 
litical city Board of Health, com- 
prising professional and qualified 
lay members, to protect the 
Health Commissioner from unfair 
criticism and to rule on appeals 
from the commissioner’s decisions, 

Following a preliminary confer- 
ence Friday with Caulfield, Stem- 
ler and Dr. Bredeck, Mayor 
Kaufmann said he was interested 
in studying the milk situation and 
learn the facts. He said he wanted 
to study the various proposals 
made by.consumer and industry 
groupe before deciding what ac- 
tion the city should take in the 
matter. 

The group also discussed sur- 
vey reports on milk supplies from 
the St. Louis milk shed, made for 
the Dairy Council’s consumer 
group by Prof, Warren C. Waite 
of the University of Minnesota 
and Dr. Haven Emerson of New 
York. The Waite report asserted 
“bad relations” between’ the 
Health Division and producers 
contributed to the shortage of sup- 
plies from this shed. 

Mayor Kaufmann requested the 
United States Attorney General 
last month for an investigation

Golschmann’s approach to the 
two major works being offered. 

The Beethoven symphony was 
marked by a general ease of treat- 
ment which gave it the aspect of 
lyric poetry. Once the arresting 
transition from the long adagio to 
the allegro had been accomplished 
in the first movement the whole 
performance was carried along on 
a steady impulse. The effect was 
gracious and—in the last move- 
ment—was light and sparkling. 
There was little tension and the 
dramatic implications of parts of 
the score was held in low relief. 

In the Rachmaninoff Symphony 
the orchestra seemed to under- 
stand that the music was not 
meant to be qualified by reticences. 
Obviously those long purple pass- 
ages could’: not be toned down 
without striking at the heart of 
the composer's plain intention. 
Nevertheless a long session with 
Rachmaninoff is like being con- 
fined in a hot house full of 
tuberoses, 7 

Milhaud’s restatement of Cou- 
perin is familiar to the St. Louis 
audience as is Mr. Golschmann’s 
perceptive interpretation. 

The vitality of the orchestra 
was consistently in evidence, The 
strings had a particularly notice- 
able brilliance. Its customary 
smoothness was not so evident. 
But that will come.

Our war experience provides a 
persuasive example of our ability 
to surpass goals which had been 
thought to be set at maximum 
levels. Our predictions were short 
of our accomplishment presum- 
ably because we underestimated 
the strength and flexibility of our 
system.” 

The shortage of wheat, in the 
midst of one of the record crops, 
was attributed by Krug to the 
failure of the corn crop. The coal 
shortage is not due to lack. of 
coal, but to scarcity of coal cars. 
High prices for farm products 
have led to unprecedented de- 
mands for nitrogen fertilizers and 
agricultural. machinery. Steel, he 
said, presents the most difficult 
problem of all, which is due to 
shortages of iron ore and scrap, 
and of coking coal.

want a bond that can be collected 
on with the minimum delay and 
legal difficulty, if it should be 
forfeited, rather than a bond that 
is too high or oppressive. 

“We want to make rules to pre- 
vent abuses by professional bonds- 
men. Among them would be a 
rule to stop charging excessive 
fees. Either a minimum or maxi- 
mum amount should be set up for 
each bond or a percentage maxi- 
mum, like 10 per cent of the total 
amount of the bond. On a $500 
bond, I think it should be only 
about 5 per cent.” 

In practice, bondsmen here and 
in other cities customarily charge 
all that the traffic will bear, al- 
though sometimes they sign bonds 
for friends without charge. 

Phelps said: “I would like to see 
my set of proposals incorporated 
in the rules that the drafting com- 
mittee will work out, Other mem- 
bers, I’m sure, will have proposals 
to offer, too, on bail bond prac- 
tices.”

Every American wants peace 
and security, an opportunity to 
bring up and educate his family, 
and the right to make a decent 
living in a manner of his own 
choosing. There can be no last- 
ing hope. for these ideals here 
at home unless people through- 
out the world are encouraged to 
work diligently and effectively 
to achieve uninterrupted produc- 
tion of the things needed to pre- 
vent misery and starvation and 
economic want. The world pos- 
sesses sufficient natural wealth 
to support its population, but 
only if this wealth is developed, 
utilized, and conserved wisely 
through the sound exercise of 
human energy, knowledge and 
judgment. 

The revival of world-wide pro- 
duction and world trade leading to 
an intelligently balanced use of 
the world’s resources is not only 
the ultimate solution to the prob- 
lem of foreign rehabilitation but 
is also an essenti to our own 
continued well-being and security.

He.said that in Atlanta, ‘which 
he described as “largely an open- 
Shop city,” the plecework system 
prevails to a great extent, with 
the result that men are laying 
from 800 to 1000 bricks a day. 

The same rate of production 
was noted for piecework in some 
other cities, he said. 

A decliné in production from 
the prewar rate also was noted in 
the plastering trade, Guilfoyle 
testified. 

Commenting on other building 
operations, he said the size of 
paint brushes is restricted in some 
cities. 

He testified that a union offi- 
cer in Boston explained that it is 
physically impossible for a work- 
er to wield a paint brush larger 
than four inches for a full day. 

“But in Los Angeles,” he con- 
tinued, “we find that the size of 
paint ‘brushes is six and one-half 
inches. Apparently the men of 
the West are stronger than those 
in. the East,” commented Irving 


McCann, counsel for the subcom- 


mittee. 

A union leader who was another 
Witness asserted, however, that 
construction workers were too 
proud of their skfills to deliberately 
slow down home building. 

Milton R, Stevens, business 
agent for the Washington Plaster- 
ers’ union, told the committee that 
the construction industry is the

WEATHER PREVENTS DELIVERY

By James A. Kearns 
Thousands of acres will be avail- 
able to St. Louisans for duck hunt- 
ing this year along the Mississippi 
river from Alton to Louisiana, Mo., 


the Post-Dispatch has learned. 
Maps showing these lands accom- 
ee | this article. 

; hile hunting was not expressly 
prohibited on some of the areas 
last year, the Federal agencies in 
charge of the lands did not give 
it their official sanction, Conse- 
quently, few hunters for this sec- 
tion did any shooting in these 
places. , 
Now, however, the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service and the 
Corps of Engineers, Department 
of the Army, have approved offi- 
cially the egy of the lands for 
public hunting. This applies, how- 
ever, only to the duck hunting sea- 
son, which, in Illinois and Mis- 
souri, is from Nov. 4 to Dec. 3. 
Included will be the 962-acre 
Dresser island just above the Al- 
ton Dam and a 280-acre tract on 
the Missouri side of the river, be- 
tween Dresser Island and the dam. 
The smaller tract can be reached 
on foot from the Alton dike. Dres- 
ser island is accessible by boat 
from Clifton Terrace in Illinois 
and there may be a small bridge

Another large site where hunt- 
ing will be permitted is 1200 acres 
of the Riverland Drainage District 
in Missouri, a few miles north of 
the town of Louisiana. This. and 
other areas for public hunting will 
be shown in maps to be published 
later. 

Ray C. Steele, superintendent of 
the Upper Mississippi Refuge, Fish 


and Wildlife Service, said numerous 


other areas that could be utilized 
as public hunting grounds have 
been turned over to the conserva- 
tion departments of Missouri, Illi- 
nois and Iowa. None of this 
ground, which is in smaller sizes 
than the areas discussed in this 
article, will be available for pub- 
lic use this year, however. : 
Most of Marsh. 
Steele’sald about 75 per cent of 
the land opened for public shoot- 
ing this season is marsh, making 
it particularly suitable for bag- 
ging wildfowl. 
For St. Louisans and others 
living near here the new hunting 
grounds should be welcome, since 
Missouri has no public hunting 
territory, with the exception of 
the area now under construction 
at Fountain Grove, 120 miles from 
Kansas City, 
So far as hunting licenses are 
concerned—particularly for the 
islands—the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission says the hunter 
should get his license from the 
state that exercised jurisdiction 
over the land before it was en 
over by the Federal Government. 
. * . 
But Where Are the Ducks? 
The duck migration has looked 
“very poor” to date in the Upper 
Mississippi region, a Federal of- 
ficial reports. Hunting has been 
“bad” in Minnesota, where the 
wildfowl season opened Oct. 7, 
he said.

Bleacher Crash 
At Purdue, Sues 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 18 (AP) 
—A $25,000 damage suit, said to 
be the first court action brought 
in connection with the bleacher 
collapse last February at the Pur- 
due University fieldhouse, was 
filed in Superior Court here yes- 
terday on behalf of Mrs. Nancy 
McCloud, 19, of Lafayette. 


Defendants in the suit are the 
Leavitt Corp., manufacturers of 
grandstand equipment, and Bailey 
and Himes, manufacturers’ agent 
which sold the equipment to Pur- 
due. Both are incorporated un- 
der Illinois laws. 

The suit alleges that Mrs. Mc- 
Cloud, wife of Dwite McCloud, a 
Purdue student, suffered back and 
other injuries which have resulted 
in a permanent partial disability. 
The collapse is attributed to negli- 
lence, carelessness and use of de- 
fective materials. 

Three persons were killed and. 
nearly 300 injured in the bleacher 
collapse, which occurred between. 
halves of a Purdue-Wisconsin 
basketball game. 

Howard Young Jr., attorney who 
filed the suit, said the university 
was not named ag a defendant as 
it is an agency of the state and 
under Indiana law no suit can be 
brought against the state or any 
of its agencies.

Dry Ice Cuts Hole in Cloud; Plane 
Could Get Through Without Icing 


Canyon 3 Miles Wide, 15 Miles Long Formed 
in Experiment— Use of Chemical to 
Modify Winter Envisioned. 


SCHENECTADY, N.Y., Oct. 18 
(AP)—The General Electric Co’s. 
rainmaker announced today an 
easy way for an airplane to make 
a hole in a cloud in order to 
descend or ascend through what 
otherwise would be dangerous ic- 
ing conditions. 

Cloud holes already have been 
made. Not yet done but predicted 


by Dr. Irving Langmuir as pos-|- 


sible were preventing hail in 
thunderstorms and stopping all ice 
storms, freezing rain and also the 
cloud icing that endangers flying. 

Dr. Langmuir said it seems pos- 
sible, by rain-making methods, to 
decrease winter cloudiness over 
parts of the United States. More 
sunshine would get through, 
changing temperatures and modi- 
fying winter climate. 

The cloud cutting was done last 
April 7 in northern New York 
and the Massachusetts Berkshire 
mountain country. It was done in 
a cloud filled with unfrozey ‘mois- 
ture that had been chilled”to be- 
low freezing. 

This igs the kind of cloud that 
puts ice on plane wings. It is also 
the kind of cloud that turns into 
snow, and sometimes rain, when- 
ever it is seeded with dry ice. 

Plane Flew I-shaped Course. 

The plane flew an L-shaped 
course, each leg of the “L” being 
about five and a half miles long. 
Twenty-five pounds of dry ice 
particles were dropped. 

The color of the “L” changed 
in a few minutes. Its moisture 
turned into snow, some of which 
at first boiled upward, This snow 
would not ice an airplane. Soon 
the snow fell and the “L” changed 
into a canyon in the cloud, In 
30 minutes this canyon was 1000 
feet deep. It widened and length- 
ened rapidly. It cut completely 
down through the cloud and be- 
came three miles wide and 15 
miles long. 

These icing clouds, it was de- 
clared, can be cut through at the 
rate of 15 square miles a minute, 
or roughly 1000 square miles an 
hour. That will be the time re- 
ave for seeding. 

I plane wants to rise through 
a dangerous icing cloud overhead 
it can cut a hole upward by seed- 
ing the clear air directly below 
the cloud. This air, for some dis- 
tance below, if filléd with liquid 
moisture below freezing. When 
seeded, this water creates an Uup- 
rush. that turns the cloud above 
to snow. There is no danger of 
icing from snow. 

In one flight, with the sky com- 
pletely clouded over, a_ single 
plane opened a rift 20 miles long 
and five wide by dropping dry ice 
above the cloud layer. Blue sky 
could be seen from the ground 
through this rift. 

These, and further experiments 
which promise to alter winter 
weather considerably, were re- 
ported by Dr. Langmuir, Vincent 
J. Schaefer, Dr. Bernard Vonne- 
gut, Raymond E. Falconer, Kiah 
Maynard and Robert Smith-

The envisioned weather control 
would be done by means of smoke 
generators on the ground, which 
instead of smoke, send floating 
aloft tiny particles of silver iodide. 
The silver floats as lightly as 
smoke. These particles act like 
dry ice, forming nuclei on which 
the sub-freezing water solidifies 
into snowflakes. 

The silver is more efficient than 
dry ice, however. It does not 
evaporate or melt, From gener- 
ators great areas can be seeded, 
and the particles will wait for the 
super-cooled water to come to 
them. > 

“The amount of silver required,” 
said Dr. Langmuir, “is entirely 
negligible, so the cost of the sil- 
ver iodide would not be appre- 
ciable,” 

The particles are about a mil- 
lionth of an inch in diameter, not 
all of that being silver. 

«“Tf,” said Dr. Langmuir, “it thus 
becomes possible to use geflerators 
on the ground, it might be pos- 
sible to alter the general cloud 
formations over the northern part 
of the United States during the 
wintertime. I would anticipate 
that it would decrease the cloudi- 
ness, it would prevent all ice 
storms, all storms of freezing rain, 
and icing conditions in clouds. By 
changing the cloudiness, it would 
change the albedo (the. power of 
clouds to reflect light) and thus 
change the amount of heat ab- 
sorbed from sunlight. 

“It should be possible to change 
the average temperaturé of some 
regions during the winter, months.” 

He added that dry ice dropped 
over incipient thunderstorms 
should make the storms less se- 
vere. The thunderstorms will last 
longer, he said, but hail will be 
avoided. 

Not all kinds of clouds can be 
seeded, Only those containing wa- 
ter chilled below freezing, but still 
liquid. ; 

The rainmakers said also that 
the silver iodide generator prin- 
ciple might be used to eject this 
stuff from the nose of a plane. 
This would be expected to dissi- 
pate icing conditions for a plane 
while in flight.

GERMAN LEFTIST, 


WRITER FOR RUSSIA 
REPORTED IN HIDING 


MUNICH, Oct. 18 (AP)—Amer- 
ican and German informants said 
today Theodor Plivier, a German 
leftist author who once broadcast 
Soviet propaganda from Moscow, 
is hiding in United States-occu- 
pied Bavaria as a fugitive from 
the Soviet secret police. 

United States agents said Plivier 
believes his life is in danger and 
has asked them to consider him 
in modified protective custody, 
Both American and German in- 
formants declined to disclose his 
whereabouts or to permit an in- 
terview. 

Plivier fled from Germany after 
the Reichstag fire in 1933. He 
went to Moscow, where in the 
war he wrote a book titled “Stal- 
ingrad,” extolling the battle that 
turned the tide against the Ger- 
mans in the East. The Kremlin 
decorated him for writing it. 

After the war he returned to 
Weimar, in the Soviet zone of oc- 
cupation. Recently he obtained in- 
terzonal permission to visit Bava- 
ria ostensibly to propagandize. He 
held several meetings, but did 
nothing more than read chapters 
from “Stalingrad.” 

Germans who attended the meet- 
ings said they were mystified at 
first as to the purpose, but added 
they learned later that Plivier was 
stalling until his relatives and sec- 
retary could quit the Soviet zone. 

His intimates here said Plivier 
had wanted to quit Moscow as 
early as 1936, not because he had 
broken with Communism as a po- 
litical ideology but with Soviet 
Russia’s brand of it. 


4 MEXICAN STATEG BELIEVED 
FREE OF CATTLE DISEASE 


MEXICO CITY, Oct, 18 (UP)— 
The states of Chiapas, Aguasca- 
lientes, Zacatecas and San Luis 
Potosi, have been freed of all 
traces of hoof-and-mouth disease, 
the joint Mexican-American com- 
mission for eradication of the dis- 
ease announced today, 

The commission said eradication 
and disinfection work has been 
completed in those states, the 
three on the northern boundary 
of the infected area and Chiapas 
on the south. 

However, the four will be closely 
watched for the next few months 
to ascertain whether all traces of 
the virus have been eliminated be- 
fore they are placed in the “clean 
state’ category.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 18 
(UP)—A Foreign Office spokes- 
man said today that Brazil had 
completed preparations for break- 
ing diplomatic relations with 


Russia, and would make a formal

The spokesman said arrange- 
ments had been made to transfer 
the archives of the Brazilian em- 
bassy in Moscow and those of the 
Soviet embassy here to a third 
power which will handle the re- 
spective interests of the two coun- 
tries, Local newspapers consid- 
ered the break as an accomplished 
fact and reported it under large 
headlines, 

Reliable sources confirmed news- 
paper reports that the Kremlin 
had rejected not only ohe but two 
Brazilian diplomatic protests de- 

manding satisfaction for recent 
insults to President Eurico Gaspar 
Dutra in the Soviet press. 

The Moscow Literary Gazette on 
Oct. 4 charged President Dutra 
with imposing a Fascist dictator- 
ship in Brazil and spreading 
mourning throughout the nation. 

“The bloody regime of Mr. Dutra 
is kin not only to Hitlerite Fas- 
cism but also to all its varieties 
of today—the Falangism of hang- 
man Franco, the ‘neo-state’ order 
of Salazar (in Portugal) and the 


tragic-comic dictatorship of the 


rogue Peron (in Argentina),” it 
said, 

Commenting on the outlawing 
of the Brazilian Communist party, 
the Literary Gazette said Dutra 


had “suppressed the tiniest mani- 


festation of free thought, He has 
put brains into shackles. He has 
thrown into jails or sent to execu- 
tion the best people of the country. 
He has outlawed the Communist 
party. He has spread mourning 
throughout beautiful Brazil.”

UTAH TOWN WANTS 
NAME ‘SHANGRI-LA’ 
AND AUTONOMY 


WENDOVER, Utah, Oct. 18 
(UP)—Congress last night was 
asked to establish the “autono- 
mous district of Shangri-La” out 
of the western 60 miles of Utah, 
so its 2100 people can “live and act 


as they want.” 

If created, the 21,000 square 
mile district would be larger than 
any of eight eastern states—Con- 


necticut, Delawa.., Maryland, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, Rhode, Island or 
Vermont. 

The people of Shangri-La, most 
of ‘them living in the Utah-Nevada 
border town of Wendover, hope 
Congress will act on their request 
in January so they'll be relieved 
of Utah's “oppressive conditions.” 

“Even if this doesn’t get ap- 
proval, the Government of Utah 
will know again what we think of 
it,” said Lester Giffen, chairman 
of the Wendover Development As- 
sociation and chief exponent of 
the proposed district. 

Giffen and, his followers are 
angry at Utah because Wendover 
children have to go more than 100 
miles to school and because their 
town lacks adequate sewers and 
playgrounds. They can’t build 
their own because the town is too 
poor and because most of its land 
is owned by the Western Pacific 
Railroad, 

Wendover has tried to secede 
from Utah and set up an inde- 
pendent state. It also asked for 
annexation to Nevada, whose 
more liberal laws make it tough 
on merchants, tourist camp oper- 
ators and cafe owners on the Utah 
side of the line. Both these ear- 
lier moves failed because they 
needed Utah’s formal approval. 
Giffen thinks Congress can create 
the “autonomous district” — and 
“to heck with Utah.”

Some of the diseases which rank 
high among thé killers of man are 


receiving little attention in federal 


medical research programs, a re- 
port to President Truman said to- 
day. 

John R. Steelman, chairman of 
the President’s Scientific Re 
search Board, said these maladies 
include heart disease ,rheumatism, 
kidney disease, influenza and the 
common cold. 

Steelman, in the last of a series 
of five reports on “Science and 
Public Policy,” called for increased 
federal research in “neglected 
areas” and for “further ¢o-ordi- 
nation”, of federal medical re- 
search projects. At present, he 
said, “piecemeal methods” mark 
the co-ordination of such research. 

Chief recommendation of the 
118-page report was that the na- 
tion as a whole—Government, in- 
dustry, universities and other pri- 
vate groups—triple its outlays for 
all medical research “as quickly 
as possible,” with an objective of 
spending $300,000,000 annually by 
1957. 


Wants Public Funds Expanded, 

“Most of this expansion,” Steel- 
man said, “must come from pub- 
lic funds.” But, he added, “fed- 
eral support for research should 
supplement, not replace, other 
funds.” 

Once again, Steelman stressed 
the “shortage” of scientific man- 
power and recommended increased 
federal fellowship <rants and 
“public support” of medical 
schools as a means toward over- 
coming the shortage of medical 
personnel. 


President Truman, in a state- 
ment accompanying release of the 
Steelman report, said: “The 
health of our people is a matter 
of great national importance. 
Yet our rich and productive na- 
tion invests only about $110,000,000 
annually for research in the medi- 
cal sciences, This sum, which in- 
cludes both public and private ex- 
penditures, amounts to less than 
10 cents of each dollar spent for 
all types of scientific research.” 


Warns of “Empty Victories.” 


Steelman, in his report, said 
“the conquest of time, space, pow- 
er and substitutes for natural re- 
sources” is secondary to the con- 
quest of disease, because “without 
a healthy population, these would 
be empty victories to the nation.” 


Asserting that there is a need 
for “balancing” research in the 
Federal Government’s medical re- 
search program, Steelman said: 

“Cancer, venereal disease and 
tuberculosis—all important causes 
of death and disability—are high 
in the list of diseases under in- 
vestigation in federal medical re- 
search, 


“Other diseaség which are prin- 
cipal causes of death and disabil- 
ity in the general population are 
not equally stressed in federal re- 
search, 


“Diseases of the heart and ar- 
teries, other diseases associated 
with middle and old age and acute 
respiratory diseases disable and 
kill large numbers of people, but 
little research is devoted to these 
conditions in the federal pro- 


grams. 

“Mental diseases and dental 
diseases which are widely preva- 
lent in the general population... 
have received relatively little at- 
tention. ...

BANK OFFICER ADMITS TAKING 
$21,000 IN 14-YEAR PERIOD 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (UP)—A 
bank cashier and officer has con- 
fessed the embezzlement of $21,- 
000 from the Chappaqua National 
Bank, Chappaqua, N. Y., in the 
last 14 years, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation announced today. 

Cornelius George Mooney, 41 
years old, was arrested last night 
after the shortage in the bank’s 
accounts was discovered, Edward 
Scheidt, agent in charge of the 
New York office of the FBI said. 

Mooney told the FBI he had 
been taking cash from the bank 
since 1933, two years after he went 
to work there, Scheidt said. He 
allegedly concealed his thefts by 
making unauthorized 
against customer's accounts and 
then falsifying the statements of 
a few customers each month.

Byrnes Argues He Should Stay;

He was having his hair cut by John Mays, 
the colored man who has greeted guests at 
the front door of the White House on all 
formal occasions for thirty-six years, Mays 
came to the White House from South Caro- 
lina during the administration of President 
Taft, and ever since has acted as barber and 
enjoyed the confidence of the residents of 
the White House. He is not only courteous 
and dignified, he is wise and discreet. 

As Mays continued clipping, I again urged 
that I should remain in Washington. I out- 
lined the problems we, anticipated during 
the month he would ‘be: away. He had been 
so absorbed in foreign affairs he did not 
appreciate the number of questions and de- 
cisions then devolving on the Director of 
War Mobilization and Reconversion. 

In fact, I had tried, insofar as possible, 
to keep domestic issues from intruding upon 
his consideration of foreign problems. The 
President persisted in his view that I should 
go, and I finally agreed, 

That night, we left for Norfolk, where, 
in the early morning darkness of Jan. 23, 
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we boarded the heavy cruiser U.S.S. Quincy, 
which was to take us as far as Malta, 


President Ill; His Appearance 
Disturbing—Daughter Explains. 


When we left Washington the President 
was suffering from a severe cold. On board 
ship it grew worse and he stayed in his 
cabin most of the time. He would come to 
lunch and dinner and after dinner attend a 
moving picture. But only once or twice was 
he able to sit on deck, until we reached the 
Mediterranean. 

We were at sea on'the President’s birth- 
day, Jan. 30,.,and his daughter, Mrs. John 
Boettiger, made the birthday dinner a gala 
occasion. 

Gifts purchased from the ship’s commis- 
sary were presented to the President. His 
devoted Filipino chef insisted on providing 
a birthday cake. 

«But others had the same-idea, The com- 
missioned officers presented one; so did the 
enlisted men and the warrant officers. 
When four cakes arrived, one of our group, 
who remembered that the President had just 
been inaugurated to serve a fourth term, 
went out and procured a fifth cake. A large 
candle: was stuck into it which the Presi- 
dent was challenged to blow out. 

Although he responded to the gaiety 
of the occasion, I was disturbed by his 
appearance. 

I feared his illness was not due entire- 
ly to a cold and expressed this concern 
to Mrs.. Boettiger. She thought my opin- 
ior’ arose from observing him during the 
moving pictures, when she usually sat on 
one side of the President and I on the 
other side. 

- he explained that, while looking at 
the pictures, the President would have 
his mouth open because of his sinus 


rmeet with success. 


Dr. (Ross T,) McIntyre also expressed 
the belief that the President's appearance 
was due to the combination of sinus in- 
fection and cold. 

Since he had so often “‘bounced back” 
after an illness, I dismissed my fears. 

By the time we reached Malta he had 
improved greatly. As the Quincy approached 
its anchorage’ we saw Prime Minister 
Churchill, in navy uniform, waving a greet- 
ing to the President from the deck of the 
H.M.S. Sirius across the channel. 

Shortly thereafter he and his daughter, 
Section Officer Sarah Oliver, came aboard 
for lunch, There were 10 of us at lunch 
and discussion of the approaching confer- 
ence was only general. 

The President did, however, confide to 
Churchill his plans to visit King Ibn Saud 
(of Saudi Arabia) on his return trip to dis- 
cuss the Palestine question. He wanted to 
bring about peace between the Arabs and 
the Jews. 

Churchill wished him good luck but didn’t 
seem. very hopeful that the President would 
He didn’t. 

That night the President traveled for 
the first time in the Sacred Cow. Months 
earlier I had tried to induce him to use 
this airplane, built for his use and pro- 
vided with an elevator which could be 
lowered from the plane to the ground, for 
his trips to Hyde Park and Warm Springs. 

He told me he disliked to fly; he dis- 
liked the monotony of looking at the 
clouds. 

His other objection was more surpris- 
ing.

Uneasy Minds at the Takeoff 
Eased by Russian Preparations. 


There were some uneasy minds in our 
party as we took off from Malta. Our 


| pilots were unfamiliar with the airfield at 


Saki, where, we understood, there had been 
a considerable snowfall. We had conflict- 
ing reports on the hazards of the drive from 
Saki across the mountains to Yalta. There 
also was some fear of' typhus, as we were 
told the Germans had left the place infested 
with vermin. 

These worries were based on an under- 
estimation of the prodigious effort the Rus- 
sians exerted to demonstrate their hospital- 
ity. 

The landing strip at Saki was swept 
clear of every snowflake. The road from 
the field to Yalta, 80 miles away, was 
guarded by an unbroken line of Soviet 
troops, many of them girls—girls with guns. 
Livadia Palace, which was our headquarters 
and the scene of the meetings, was immacu- 
late. 

We were told the Germans had complete- 
ly ransacked it, leaving behind only two 
paintings out of all the furnishings in the 
huge building which had been a summer 
home for the Czars. 

Although some of the conveniences we 
fortunate Americans are accustomed to were 
missing, the Russians, with only three weeks 
advance notice, had done an amazing job ip 
completely renovating the place. 

As we were shown to our rooms we were 
told what they had been used for when the 
Czars were in residence. We soon learned 
Fleet Adm. Ernest J. King had been as- 
signed to the Czarina’s boudoir. He was re- 
minded of it throughout the conference.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read your soil conservation editorial 
of Oct. 5 and the two stories on Perry 
county, Oct. 9 and 10, and want to say 
you sure hit the nail on the head. 

I do believe, though, a clearer under- 
standing of the Southeast Missouri ten- 
ant and share-cropper proposition could 
be given. I'm thinking of the old AAA 
crop-reduction program when I say this. 

In the first place, any landowner who 
failed to share payments with his‘ ten- 
ants, as provided, forfeited all his own 
payments. Again, under the reduction 
program, crop acreages were cut down 
and fewer tenants could be used on ac- 
count of this. The landowner had no re- 
course other than to get along with a 
reduced number of tenants because the 
job was not there for them and he 
couldn't carry them any other way. 

I know you see the reasoning in such 
a situation: Both the AAA and the 
Soil Conservation Service must of neces- 
sity work through the landowner be- 
cause of a constant shifting of tenants 
under the present system. It has to be 
this way until this system is changed. 

The landowner does incorporate the 
terms of the soil conservation district 
plans in leases with the tenants. Where 
the tenant is here one year and some- 
where else the next, this is the best way 
found yet to handle soil conservation. 
When we get a more permanent tenant, 
situation, of course, the best way would 
be to work through both tenant and 
landlord.

Business-As-Usual 


In so far as it finds that we will be able to 
aid Western Europe without undue strain on 
our national resources, Secretary Krug’s report 
on the Marshall plan is encouraging. But it is 
disappointing to find the Secretary of the In- 
terior too timid to recommend the concrete 
measures which seem necessary to accomplish 
our aims. : 

Aid to Europe will require no new allocations 
or contrels in the American economy, Secretary 
Krug says, “provided there is voluntary indus- 
try-Government co-operation.” 

That is a big “if.” Some firms and some 
industries have co-operated admirably in solv- 
ing postwar economic difficulties. Others have 
flopped miserably. 

For example, Mr. Krug refers to the prolonged 
and acute shortage of freight cars, which comes 
about chiefly because the steel companies have 
not supplied freight car manufacturers with the 

uired amount and types of steel. | 

n spite of a campaign in the press and in 
spite of threats of action in Congress, car man- 
ufacturers still are not producing enough freight 
cars to replace those wearing out. After two 
years of procrastination—two years of demon- 
strated failure of “voluntary co-operation”— Mr. 
Krug still thinks Government allocation of steel 
for freight cars is not called for. Is this realistic? 

When the Krug report comes to steel, we find 
still more vacillation and shilly-shallying. When 
the nation was fighting the actual military war, 
President Roosevelt showed no hesitancy in or- 
dering the steel industry to allocate enough 
steel to build additional capacity. The wisdom 
of his decision has been shown many times over 
by the mounting requirements of steel during 

the war and since, 

Yet now, in the battle to win the peace, Mr. 
Krug recites that it takes seven-tenths of a 
pound of steel to provide one pound of addition- 
al capacity and says only we should watch for 
the “first opportunity” to add to our steel ca- 
pacity. He evidently thinks that steel expan- 
sion is more difficult in peace than in war, and 
prefers the short to the long-range view of the 
nation’s and the world’s needs, 

When we turn to wheat—the most. important 
item of all for the immediate emergency—we 
find Mr. Krug showing the same unwillingness 
to face facts. The most simple and certain way 
to increase the tonnage of wheat for export is 
to raise the wheat extraction ratio, This, it is 
understood, was recommended by the President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers. It has been urged 
also by such experts as Theodore Schultz, pro- 


- fessor of agricultural economics at the Univer- 


sity of Chicago. . 

To raise the extraction ratio of flour from 
wheat from the present level of about 72 per 
cent to 80 per cent would save a tenth of 
the wheat now going: into American flour. This 
measure was invoked by the Federal Govern- 
ment in the wheat shortage of 1946. Why can- 
not it be revived now? 

The objection comes not from the consuming 
public but from milling interests which axe un- 
willing to see the stock-féed department of their 
business thrown temporarily out of balance by a 
decrease in the supply of “shorts,” even though 
half of Europe hovers near starvation. 

Mr. Krug, in our opinion, should take another 
look and advise a compulsory increase in the 
wheat extraction ratio. And while he is about it, 
he might ask himself again if, In view of the 
sky-high price of cattle and hogs, a mere polite 
request to the farmers will suffice to keep them 
from feeding wheat to livestock. 

In sum, Secretary Krug*has trimmed his sails 
to suit the wishes of industrialists who do not 
care td be disturbed by the emergency which 
the Marshall plan is designed to meet. We think 
this report is of a piece with the general atti- 
tude of the Administration to express hopeful 
sentiments without giving them prompt and ade- 
quate implementation. 

When the Council of Economic Advisers makes 
its final report, we hope it will show more 
courage and realism and give the President a 
more reliable program on which to base na- 
tional policy. The business-as-usual pose must 
be abandoned. 


Carrying It Too Far 

We have unbounded admiration for the ex- 
perimental attitude, the ranging mind, the ad- 
venturous spirit. But the passenger-plane pilot 
who pushed the button locking the controls— 
just to see what would happen—was carrying 
the thing too far. His less curjous co-pilot 
rushed in and saved the somersaulting plane 
and its 53 passengers from death when it had 
plummeted to within 100 feet of the ground. . 

Pilot Sisto, who let his curiosity get the best 
of him, has “resigned” from American Airlines, 
and we trust the Civil Aeronautics Board to see 
that he remains resigned. In our helpful way, 
we suggest also that he avoid employment as a 
locomotive engineer, or in an explosives plant. 
And he should be kept completely away from 
that underground control room studded with the 
pushbuttons which would set off the atomic war.

In their own legend, the gypsies:go back much 
further than that. By their story, it was Sarah, 
the maid servant of Lazarus, Martha and the 
two Marys, who founded the way of life of the 
gypsies. While the others went to preach, Sarah 
provided for their physical needs by begging. 

But the harsh, unromantic postwar” world 
seems to have no place for gypsies. State direc- 
tion of labor as practiced by Russia and her 
satellites destroys the gypsy way of life. Some 
of the Western countries, too, are trying to 
colonize the gypsies; Belgium builds special vil- 
lages for them, with schools and churches de- 
signed to cure their wanderlust. In South Wales 
only the older gypsies may continue as nomads.

Members of Congress frequently complain 
that they don’t know what the people really 
want — that they are too much pulled and 
hauled around by lobbies. Well, in the case of 
the Missouri Valley development, they aren’t 
trying to find out what the people want, They 
have heard, so far, only the lobbies and such 
other people as have the time and the means 
to travel across the continent to Washington 
in order to be heard.

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White Is Black 


When someone suggests price controls and 
rationing, someone else generally objects that it 
would bring back the black market. That doesn’t 
faze Mrs. Loretta Vrooman of St. Louis, because 
she knows a deadly accurate answer. Presenting 
the Consumer Federation’s well-argued brief, 
she prepared the target by showing the Bender 
subcommittee that a market basket of food which 
cost $7.47 in the last fully effective month of 
OPA costs $11.96 now. 

Then the arrow that split the bull’s-eye: 
“Black market prices during the OPA were not as 
high as tegal prices today.” 

When the crusade was on to drive out OPA, 
the warrior-priests preached that it would kill 
the black market. They neglected to add that 
the bigger “white” market was waiting to take 
over the black. 
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Practically Unprecedented 

Sale of the two Government-owned blast fur- 
naces at Granite City jointly to the Koppers Co. 
and the M. A, Hanna Co. is about as satisfac- 
tory a disposition of this property as could have 
been hoped for, short of the sale of the proper- 
ty to local interests. 

The furnaces will be efficiently operated, will 
not suffer for capital, and the output will not 
find its way on the gray market but will go 
chiefly to industries in the St. Louis area which 
have been the usual customers. From the nat- 
ural resource point of view, the sale is good, be- 
cause it will give the Hanna Co, opportunity to 
utilize the rich but rather intractable iron ore 
it owns in the Pilot Knob area. 

In one respect the deal must be almost unique. 
For the War Assets Administration, instead of 
taking a loss, nets a cool million dollars, or 
about 33 per cent profit, above what it paid 
for the property at the beginning of the war. 
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President Truman denounces compulsory food 
rationing as a police-state method except in ex- 
treme emergency. He doesn’t mention what an 
extreme emergency has got that we haven't got. 
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Time to Fill Bins 


Success in the community’s continuing cam- 
paign against smoke always has been largely 
a matter of'supply. It has been contingent on 
getting as much fuel into users’ bins as early 
as possible lest a mid-winter shortage occur—a 
demand which it might be impossible to fill with 
the proper fuel. Hence the repeated admonitions 
to buy early. 

Because of transportation and other factors, 
supplies of “smokeless” fuels this year are ‘‘ex- 
tremely tight,” according to the Citizens’ Fuel 
Committee. So, even though the Smoke Com- 
missioner seems to be somewhat more optimis- 
tic, the warning, “Buy now,” is repeated. 

Since coal prices have a way of going up in 
the winter months, this actually may mean a 
saving for the householder. But quite aside from 
this, it is a contribution which he can easily 
make to the effort against a recurrence of days 
hardly distinguishable from nights. 
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The use of synthetic substitutes has reached 
its zenith in a five-room plastic house designed 
to sell for $4000. The only remaining kink to be 
ironed out is a substitute which the purchaser 
will use for money. ©

Artist on Horseback 


APACHE LAND, by Ross Santee, (Charles Scribner's 

Sons, New York.) 

“Apache Land” started out to be a book 
of sketches with very little text, but it 
grew into something bigger without losing 
any of the charm of sketches, of which 
there are more than 100, 


The artist-author is well qualified to re- 
port on Apache land. After several years’ 
study at the Art Institute, Chicago, Mr. 
Santee went to New York as a free-lance 
artist. His special abilities had not yet 
been brought into focus, the going was 
rough, so he gave up art and went to Arizo- 
na, where he got a job as wrangler on a 
cattle ranch. This was some 30 years ago. 

x’ * 

Art had no place among the hands on a 
working cattle ranch, and anyway, the new 
wrangler had given up art as a career. 
Later, when his subjects became familiar 
things and there was time to kill, the wran- 
gler would draw on his leather chaps with 
a match stick. He came to know the 
anatomy of the range horse and steer, the 
character of the cow-hand and the [ndian, 
Much of the range was on the Apache res- 
ervation. A brush of the hand on the nap 
of the leather chaps erased the sketch and 
furnished a new surface for further studies, 
With such materials there was no evidence 
of art to set the wrangler apart from the 
other ranch hands, 

Having no other subjects to distract him 
and with a basic feeling for the Western 
ranch life which attracted him to Arizona 
in the first place, Santee became a special- 
ist in that field. But he was an unknown 
specialist until, at the suggestion of this 
reviewer, he sent some drawings of a 
round-up which were used in the Post- 
Dispatch’s old Sunday Magazine section. 
A few months later the horse-wrangler re- 
turned to New York where an editor en- 
couraged him to write of his experiences 
and illustrate his own text. New York 
did not become his permanent camp, Arizo- 
na, ranches, cow-hands and Indians were 
a part of him, so he divided his time be- 
tween East and West.

dians who once roamed freely over all of 
Arizona, New Mexico and parts of Old Mex- 
ico.

LTHOUGH in his tortuous aod procling negotiations with the 


Soviet Union James F. Byrnes 


often seemed perplexed as to what

The first came from a study of 
Russian history, about which, as 
the former Secretary of State la- 
ments, “few Americans are well 
informed.”

Stalin Replies to Churchill. 

Stalin displayed - great earnest- 
néss in replying. : | . 

“For the Russian people, the 
question of Poland is not only a 
question of honor but also a 
— of security. Throughout 

story, Poland has been. the 
corridor through which the ene- 


enemies, the Germans, have 
passed through this corridor. 
It is in Russia's interest that 

Poland should be strong and 
powerful, in a position to shut 
the door of this corridor by her 
Own force. . .. It is necessary 
that Poland should be free, inde- 
pendent in power. Therefore, it 
is not only a question of honor 
but of life and death for the 
Soviet state.” 

In every subsequent discussion 
the Soviet Government has used 
this argument to justify what it 
has done in Poland. 

Their idea of a friendly govern- 
ment is a government completely 
dominated by them. The Lublin 
government fitted this description 
and Stalin did not want to take 
any chances with representatives 
of other political parties. 


Byrnes Argues With Molotov. 

Later I discussed the subject 
with Mr. Molotov. I could not 
impress him with my views that 
Soviet security would be better as- 
sured by having in Poland a peo- 


a government that was friendly 
only because it was dictated to 
by the Soviet Union. 

Unsuccessfully, I argued that 
governments would come and go, 
but that if the Soviet Govern- 
ments conduct in Poland won 
the friendship of the people, the 
friendship of the government 
would be assured. 


Declaration Agreed On. 


After the first discussion of Po- 
land, President Roosevelt wrote a 
letter to Stalin suggesting that 
delegates from the Warsaw and 
London governments, and repre- 
sentatives of the several political 
factions in Poland not represented 
in those governments, meet to 
consider the formation of a new 
Polish Government. The letter be- 
came the basis of further discus- 
sions. 

The conferees debated the Presi- 
dent’s proposal for several days. 
Finally they agreed on a dec- 
laration providing, among other 
things: 

“The provisional government 
which is now functioning in Po- 
land should therefore be reorgan- 
ized on a broader democratic basis 
with the inclusion of democratic 
leaders from Poland itself and 
from Poles abroad. This new gov- 
ernment should then be called the 
Polish Provisional Government of 
National Unity.” 

A commission, composed of Mr. 
Molotov, Mr. Harriman and Sir 
Archibald Clark Kerr (now Lord 
Inverchapel, Britain’s Ambassador 
to the United States), was appoint- 
ed to consult, first, in Moscow with 
members of the Lublin’ govern- 
ment, with democratic leaders 
from within Poland, and others 
from abroad, with a view to re- 
organizing the government along 
the lines indicated: 

The declaration pledged the Pro- 
visional Government to the hold- 
ing of free and unfettered elec- 
tions as soon as possible on the 
basis of universal suffrage and 
secret ballot: 

As the conferees neared what 
we thought was agreement on‘ 
this troublesome issue, President 
Roosevelt asked: 

“How long will it take you to 
hold free elections?”

At the conclusion of the Dum- 
barton Oaks Conference, in the 
autumn of. 1944, the only major 
point remaining at issue was the 
formula for voting in the Se- 
curity Council.

the part of the major powers. 

We agreed that no. decision 
committing our military forces 
to action should be taken with- 
out our consent but did not be- 
lieve the right of veto should ex- 
tend to all matters.

Proposal Fo Presented.

He and 
the President believed it would be far easier to obtain agreement 
on a plan for a peace organization while the war was still in progress.

Because of this, and because the 
veto power has remained one of 
the most controversial issues of 
the United Nations. structure, it 
may be of-interest to present here 
the major portion of my short- 
hand record of the views ex- 
pressed on the veto issue at Yalta. 


Stenographic Record. 

Since the United States, as the 
author of the proposal, had clearly 
stated its position, the exchange 
was almost entirely between 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
Marshall Stalin. It follows: 

Prime Minister: “The peace of 
the world depends upon the last- 
ing friendship of the three great 
powers, but His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment feel we should be putting 
ourselves in a false position if we 
put ourselves in the position of 
trying to rule the world when 
our desire is to serve the world 
and preserve it from a renewal 
of the frightful horrors which 
have fallen upon the mass of its 
inhabitants. 

“We should make a broad sub- 
mission to the opinion of the 
world within the limits stated. 

“We should have the right to 
state our case against any case 
stated by the Chinese, for ir 
stance, in the case of Hongkong.

Britain “Sees No Danger.” 


“His Majesty’s Government see 
no danger from their point of 
view in associating themselves 
with the proposals of the United 
States. 

“We see great advantage in the 
three great powers not assuming 
the position of rulers of all: the 
rest of the world without even 
allowing them to state their case. 
It would not be right for us with 
the great power we possess to 
take that position, denying them 
the right to state their case, and 
to have measures taken to adjust 
difficulties short of the powers set 
out in paragraph 3, on which pow- 
ers we rely if we are not con- 
vinced by our friends and col- 
leagues on the Security Council,” 

The Marshal: “I would like to 
have this document to study be- 
cause it is difficult on hearing it 
read to come to any conclusion. 

“T think that the Dumbarton 
Oaks decisions have, as an objec- 
tive, not only to secure to every 
nation the right to express its 
opinion, but if any nation should 
raise a question about some im- 
portant matter, it raises the ques- 
tion in order to get a decision in 
the matter. I am sure none of 
those present would dispute the 
right of every member of the As- 
sembly to express his opinion. 

“Mr. Churchill. thinks’ that 
China, if it raised the question of 
Hongkong, would be content only 
with expressing opinion here, He 
may be mistaken. China will de- 
mand a decision in the matter and 
so would Egypt. Egypt will not 
have much pleasure in expressing 
an opinion that the Suez Canal 
should be returned to Egypt, but 
would demand a decision on the 
matter. 

Stalin Asks a Question. 


“Therefore, the matter is much 
more sgrious than merely ex- 
pressing an opinion, 

“Also, I would like to ask Mr. 
Churchill to name the power 
which may intend to dominate 
the world, I am sure Great 
Britain does not want to domi- 
nate the world. So one is 
removed from suspicion. I am 
sure the United States does not 
wish to do so, so another is 
excluded from the powers hav- 
ing intentions to dominate the 
world.” 3 

Mr. Churchill; “May I an- 
swer?” 

The Marshal: “In a minute. 
When will the great powers ac~ 
cept the provisions that would 
absolve them from the charge 
that they intend to dominate the 
world? 

“I will study the document. 
At this time it is not very clear 
to me. I think it is a more 
serious question than the right 

of a power to express its in- 
tentions or the desire of some 
power to dominate the world.” 

Prime Minister: “I know that 
under the leaders of the three 
powers as represented here we 
may feel safe. But these leaders 
may not live forever. In ten 
years’ time we may disappear. A 
new generation will come which 
did not experience the horrors 
of war and may probably forget 
what we have gone through, 

“We would like to secure the 
peace for at least fifty years. 
We have now to build up such 
a status, such a plan, that we 
can put as many obstacles as 
possible to the coming genera- 
tion quarreling among them- 
selves.” , 

The Marshal: “I think that 
the task is to secure our unity in 
the future, and, for this purpose, 
we must agree upon such a 
covenant as would best serve 
that purpose. 

“The danger in the future is 
the possibility of conflicts among 
ourselves. If there be unity, then 
the danger from Germany will 
not be great. New we have to 
think how we can create a situ- 
ation where the three powers 
here represented, and China—” 

Prime Minister: “ — and

The Marshal: “Yes, and we 
will keep a united front. I must 
apologize to the conference, I 
have been very busy with other 
matters and had no chance to 
study this question in detail.

Late Garden Can Be Protected 
From Frost---Some Plants Potted 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

It would seem: that the course 
of the gardener, like that of true 
lovers, is seldom perfectly smooth, 
Now that plants are making a 
fine recovery from the prolonged 
drouth, it is time to begin worry- 
ing about the first frost. : 

In recent seasons, freezing 
weather has come as early as 
Sept. 28, or sometimes not until 
mid-November.. But the normal 
date of the first frost is between 
Oct. 15 and 31. It is often pos 
sible to keep tender plants grow- 
ing well rp this time, how- 
ever, if they are given some pro- 
tection from the first light frost. 
Tender plants like zinnias, 


ageratum, or sweet péppers can 


be covered with bushel baskets

and corrugated cartons, or even 
with pieces of cloth, like burlap 
or old .sheets, Sizable sections 
of flower or vegetable gardens 
can be protected by blanketing 
the plants with thick sections of 
newspapers. One enterprising lo- 
cal gardener saved a promising 
crop of late pole beans by cover- 
ing the vines with old quilts and 
pieces of awnings. 
Parsley In the Kitchen. 

Another way to prolong the gar- 
dening season is to pot a few 
plants and move them into the 
house. For this purpose young 
and compact plants are best, for 
they are easier to handle and 
more. adaptable. Parsley and 
chives are good choices for the 
kitchen. Small specimens of helio- 
trope and lantana, dwarf varieties 
of zinnias and ageratum, or young 
seeding plants of Nicotiana, calen- 
dulas or marigolds will add color 
to a sunny window garden. Or- 
dinary bedding begonias may be 
moved into the house with : ease. 
Tuberous-rooted Begonias, if grow- 
ing. vigorously, may also’ be put 
into pots, but they will bloom for 


only a short time before their 


| winter resting period begins. 


If possible, all of these plants 
should be potted well in advance 
of frost, so that they can make 
some new growth before being 
moved into winter quarters. If 
they are to grow readily in the 
house, however, they must be dug 
and replanted with special care.

Soak the soil around the roots 
thoroughly the i plants 
are to be moved ft them care- 
fully, keeping a good ball of dirt 
around the roots, Select a pot just 
large enough to contain the roots 
comfortably, and to provide ample 
drainage, put a half-inch layer of 
cinders, gravel or small bits of 
broken pots in the-bottom, On 
top of this place a half-inch layer 
of flaky leaf mold or sphagnum 
moss, and add enough good pot-

ting soil beneath the root ball .to 
bring the base of the plant about 
three-fourths inch below the rim 
of the pot. Pour additional] soil 
between the roots and the side of 
the pot, tamping the dirt gently, 
if need be, with a piece of lath 
or with a large plant label. 

Seedling plants and dwarf vari- 
eties won't need much pruning 
after they have been put into pots. 
About one-third the length of the 
stem should be removed from be- 
gonias and as much as two-thirds 
from heliotrope and lantanas, Cut 
the stems just above strong, leafy 
shoots, taking care to leave them 
different lengths, so that the 
Plants won’t look as though they 
had just had “Dutch cuts.” 

Newly potted plants must be 
watered thoroughly, and should be 
shaded at first to prevent wilting. 
The foliage should be given a 
light sprinkling at least twice a 
day for a week or two. 

Can’t Rely on Some, 

Geraniums that are growing in 
pots also can be brought into the 
house, Scrub the pots and refresh 
the plants by spraying the foliage, 
too. Loosen the soil gently with 
an old fork, and water with liquid 
manure, or with a solution made 
from the special house plant fer- 
tiizers now on the market. Since 
the plants are usually full of blos- 
soms and buds at this season, they 
will continue to bloom for several 
weeks. 

Geraniums that have been 
growing in flower beds or win- 
dow boxes are not as easy to 
move, and cannot be relied upon 
for indoor bloom. These plants 
can be carried over the winter 
without too much trouble, how- 
ever, Dig them carefully, and trim 
the roots so that they can be 
fitted into four-.or six-inch pots. 
Prune the tops back severely, 
leaving main stems from three to 
six inches long, Water thorough- 
ly, and place the plants in a light, 
cool room, After a few weeks, 
move them to a dark, cold place, 
such as a cellar, closet or pantry, 
and water them just enough to 
keep the soil from becoming com- 
pletely dry and powdery. When 
the weather turns warm in May, 
these dormant geraniums should 
be fed liberally, and planted in the 
garden, 

Long stemmed buds or blossoms 
cut from geraniums can be placed 
in jars of water on the kitchen 
window sill, where they will bloom 
for a number of weeks. Tips

Cuttings must not be allowed to 
ol out.

Shade 
them for a few days and then pro- 
vide plenty of sunlight. The cut- 
tings should be rooted and ready 
to be moved to four-inch pots by 
mid-January. With care (and a 
little luck) they’ll make sturdy 
blooming plants by early spring.

TERMED INADEQUATE 


Better Teachers Needed to 
Produce Scientists, Re- 
searchers Say.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 18 — Our 
scientific progtess is being handi- 
capped by faulty schooling in the 
third of those three Rs—reading, 
‘riting and ‘rithmetic, 

The President's Scientific Re- 
search Board has warned that 
common arithmetic instruction 
must be improved if the country 
is to develop the large numbers of 
scientists it will need for security 
and advancement, 

“The battle for competence in 
science is probably won or lost by 
mathematics instruction in the 
lower schools (grades 1 to 12),” 
the board’s latest report states. 

The arithmetic book, says the 
board, is the young student’s best 
introduction to science. Its re- 
ception is likely to be lukewarm, 
however, unlesg he is shown its 


significance — what can be done §: 


th the formulas he memorizes. 

Recommending a study to im- 
prove mathematics teaching meth- 
ods, the board finds these basic 
faults at present: 

Many grade teachers have no 
| training to teach arithmetic be- 
yond what they learned in ele- 
mentary school. 

There is not sufficient effort 


to teach the meaning of arith- 


metic. Even pupils who master 
the mechanics of solution and 
get the right answers don’t 
understand what they’re doing. 

Present teaching methods try 
to cover too much ground, “It 
is better to teach a few things 
for mastery than to spread the 
effort over a large number of 
goals, some of which are doubt- 
ful.” : 

More teaching effort is needed 
for the mathematically mature 
student, “in order that the 
embers of hig adventure in 
science may be kept alive.” 

In high schools, the board found, 
too many teachers are prone to 
stick to old teaching methods 
rather than adopt improved ones. 

There is not sufficient effort to 
ascertain the .ptitudes of indi- 
vidual students for different types 
of mathematics, 

Not enough courses are offered 
to assure that all students will be 
satisfied with some type of mathe- 
matics. 

The board points a questioning 
finger at that long-standing rock 
on which many a high schoo] stu- 
dent hag floundered—algebra. 

“The fact is,” it says, “that 
the typical first-year algebra 
course does not nurture scientific 
aptitudes and certainly is not real- 
istic as regards problem material, 
to say nothing of emphasis on 
science.”

Charm and Beauty 
Of Current River 


By Leonard Hall 


M HE run from Jaek’s Fork on Current river down to Pow- 
“9° der Mill Ferry is perhaps six miles—just a good half-day 


fieat. On our recent weekend fishing trip, we were hope- 
ful that the water might clear after a Saturday-morning rain 
and give us a day of good 
fishing, but the stream was 
flush from a heavy down- 
pour a week earlier, 
under such conditions it 
sometimes stays “dingy” for 
several days. Nevertheless, 
at 9 next morning we had 
Bill Smith load a boat on 
his trailer while we took 
the canoe atop the car and 
headed up to the junction. 
Forty minutes later we were 
backing the pickup down 
to the water’s edge at the 
ferry landing and sliding 
the big john-boat off into 
the river. Setting the canoe 
into the water took but a 
moment. Luncheon and the 
coffee pot Were packed 
amidship, minnow trap and 
minnow bucket 
aboard and tackle boxes were set handy. We rigged both bait 
and fly rods, and again, as on Saturday, the sun broke through 
the clouds as we stepped aboard and headed downstream. Un- 
less you've been there, it isn’t easy to describe for you the 
particular charm and beauty of Current river. I’ve always 
Nked the name given to the stream by early French trappers. 
Riviere Courant, they called it, or Running river—and that is 
@ more literal way of saying it: True it is that now and then 
the deep holes of water under the great limestone bluffs run 
slowly, but on the upper river these are never More than a 
quarter-mile or so in length, 
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. Then the stream will run out into a gravel shallow, 
the sign of fast water ahead. Sometimes this will be 
a deep, swift chute which plunges abruptly down to 
fight or left into a high clay bank. Sometimes it will 
‘be a straight, gravelly run where sunlit waves dance 
slap against the gunwales as you rush along. ° 
it may be a swirling current where submerged | 
on the river floor can spell disaster for the un- 
tman. But if you are careful and have a 
knowledge of the river and its moods— 
don’t mind stepping out now and again to Iet the 
around some particularly bad obstruction—there 
reason to get into trouble.

@ ON THIS AUTUMN DAY the sunlight poured down the 
valley with just enough warmth to feel good on our backs— 
and ti@re were enough sights to see to make up for the lack 
of fishing. Rounding the first bend we disturbed an osprey 
perched high on a dead sycamore. This great eagle-like fish- 
‘ing hawk has a wing apread of six feet and is one of the 
handsomest and most easily distinguished-of all the big birds. 
When you look up at him, soaring on tireless wings above the 
stream, his under-body appears pure white. The tail has 
Wiack bars and there are black markings at the “elbows” of 
the wings and on the pinion feathers at the wing-tips. More 
than once, whén floating the Ozark rivers, we've been startled 
by -having an osprey come diving out of the blue like a thun- 
Gerbolt to sfrike a fish not 20 yards ahead of the canoe. And 
again, we've seen him struggle aloft bearing a big fish, only 
to have a bald eagle appear out of the distant sky to rob him 


of his prize.

@ BIRD LIF ALONG THE RIVER is not at its best dur- 
ing the middle of the day, but we marked the cardinal, the 
noisy sinkfisher, the cuckoo, the phoebe and a half dozen 
more. Two bands of ducks rose aheag of our boat—one bunch 
of blue-winged teal and one, unless I am mistaken, of pintails. 
We pulled into the mouth of Blair’s creek to boil the coffee 
pot for lunch and do a bit of live-bait fishing, without result. 
Thig is the point where, between a great limestone bluff on 
the left and a high ridge to the right, the Army Engineers 
“propose to construct one of the 200-foot high dams which, in 
my opinion, will destroy the last of the magnificently beauti- 
ful- Ozark rivers. White river is gone, and North Fork, St. 
Francois and Black, with Eleven Points to follow soon. One 
day, I think, America will learm that you don’t “control” 
floods; you only prevent disastrous ones by completely worked 
out programs based on holding the rainfall on the watersheds. 
And this is not done with dams which, when built without 
other measures of flood prevention, start “silting in” on the 
day they are completed and are often useless long before they 


have earned back their cost.

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_ JOHN DEFARRARI . . . WORTH AN ESTIMATED $4,000,000, HE HAS NO TELEPHONE, NEVER OWNED A

BOSTON, Oct. 18. 
HEN : John Defarrari, _mys- 
W terious Boston slum - born 
multi-millionaire, who once 
peddled penny fruit from a market 
basket, presented the Boston Pub- 
lic Library with a $1,000,000 trust 
fund one day Yast month, he 
stepped into the public ie ae 
from a lifetime of-obscurity. 
Emerging for only a few hours 
from the anonymity with which 
he had clothed himself through 
all of his 84 years, the bald, bony 
and Roman-nosed bachelor son of 
an Italian immigrant met news- 
paper reporters and photographers 
in the board room of the Jibrary. 
In an uncomfortably new gray- 


blue worsted suit, the bulging. 
pockets of which were pinned 


down with big safety pins, ex- 
fruit peddler Defarrari posed for a 
few photographs and gave in- 
quiring reporters the story of his 
life and the secret of his success. 

“Judgment, courage, vision and 
fair play—these a man must have. 
If a man is sound, his business 
must be sound,” the octogenarian, 
whose wealth today is estimated 
at $4,000,000, summed up the credo 
on which he had built his own 
success. Then he added: “And 
each day balance what you have 
done, If you have made mistakes, 
do not repeat them.” 

After the ceremony at' the li- 
brary, multi-millionaire Defarrari 
slipped quietly away to resume his 
strange and solitary life. Today, 
since his neighbors, and indeed 
all of Boston, now know that he 
is a rich man, he has drawn even 
closer about him the cloak of 
secrecy. His only mail address is 
“General Delivery.” He has no 
telephone and keeps what few ap- 
pointments he makes under the 
clock in the lobby of the main 
postoffice. 

The life story of Defarrari is 
like a tale from Charles Dickens. 
It is more fantastic than anything 
ever invented by a movie script 


writer. An itinerant peddler at f 


the tender age of Defarrari 
was a wealthy man at 31. Today 
he has millions, but he has never 
indulged himself in any sort of 
luxury. He has never owned an 
automobile or a radio. He has 
never had a secretary, bookkeep- 
er, wife, housekeeper or cook. 

He has never called on a doctor 
and, to save postage, has never, 
except in cases of vital impor- 
tance, answered a letter. Until 
last May, he walked at least 10 
miles every day to save car fare 
as he looked after his real estate 
holdings and, until that time, did 
all the repairs on his various prop- 
erties. He has always done his 
own shopping and even today 
cooks all his“ own meals on a 
wood stove in the old family home 
in North Boston and does his own 
housework in a furnished room 
where he sleeps in one of the 
buildings he owns in Boston's 
north end. 

When asked why he has never 
employed a secretary, Defarrari 
says, “Never had a secretary be- 
cause I wouldn’t trust one. They'd 
tell everybody my business. No- 
body knew I had enough to give 
the library all that money. No- 
body. knows how much I got left 
either.” 

When asked why he never mar- 
ried he replied: “I knew what I 
wanted in my partner for life. I 
had it all planned out. I wanted 
a girl whose,family had been poor 
like mine. I wanted a partner who 
would understand when I said we 
couldn't spend this or that but 
must save and hope we'd never 
need it. I had it all planned. But 
I never had time to find her.” 

One of Defarrari’s abiding mot- 
toes is “Make the most of your 
time.” And he has made millions 
of dollars out of making the most 
of his. To detractors who point

out that there is more to life than 
making money, he answers sim- 
ply: “My affairs are my life.” 

The son of Giovanni Baptista 
Defarrari, a Genoese immigrant, 
John Defarrari was the first born 
of eight children. He remembers 
well the poor times of his child- 
hood and the day he first ven- 
tured forth with a basket heaped 
with penny fruit. 

“I went into the financial dis- 
trict where the money was,” he 
recalls his early shrewdness, “and 
I always came home with an 
empty basket. There is no profit 
in a half-empty basket.” 

As young John made his daily 
rounds in Boston’s State and Com- 
mercial street, qnd sold fruit in 
the City Hall and Courthouse, he 
wondered “how men could make 
as much as five and ten thousand 
dollars a year.” He soon learned 
many men “made fortunes by 
speculation in stocks and bonds.” 
At 16, when he had finished the 
eighth grade in school, he had not 
only saved. up enough money to 
buy a horse and a peddler’s wag- 
on, but had made up his mind 
that someday, he, too, would be 
rich as the men of State street. 

During the day young John 
would peddle his fruit from his 
wagon and at night, after he had 
fed and cared for his horse in the 
stall he had rented, he began go- 
ing to the public library. But in- 
stead of fiction or the biographies 
of the heroes of history that most 


boys would have chosen, young 
John’ set himself to reading corpo- 
ration law and poring over busi- 
ness and production reports of the 
country’s largest corporations. 


* * * 


T the age of 19, his peddler’s 
A wages was netting him a 

profit of $125 a month and 
John decided to rent a store. Out 
of his remarkable memory, he can 
tell you how he managed to clear 
that profit of $125 a month, what 
he paid for his fruit and for oats 
and for the stall for his horses 
and can even remember what the 
various incidental expenses were 
on his first store. 

“T called the new business G. B. 
Defarrari & Sons Co. to give my 
father credit because I was so 
young,” Defarrari says. “I made 
my father proud. A better man 
never lived.” 

When the elder Defarrari died 
in 1907, the business was worth 
around $90,000. The estate was di- 
vided among his brothers and sis- 
ters, although the whole family 
had long lived off the fruits of 
John’s labors. But John did not 
complain.-As far back as 1890 he 
had begun buying a little real 
estate and a few securities. 

“IT quit the fruit business when 
I was 31,” Defarrari recalls, “I 
spent all my time reading corpora- 
tion reports. I bought when stocks 
were low. They went up. I didn’t 
sell. They went down. I didn’t sell.

Aside from admitting that he 
has set up a trust fund for his 
only living relative, his sister, 
Miss Emelia Defarrari of Brook- 
line, Mass., John will not say what 
he intends to do with the re- 
mainder of his fortune. 


And he says: “Since people have 
found out I have money, they are 
after me in all sorts of ways.

NE day last year an irate 

woman passer-by, who had 

just been given the double 
whammy by a jaloppy being

“Why don’t you get out there 
and stop those kids from racing 
their cars around this circle?” she 
asked indignantly. 

“What?” the watchman recoiled 
in horror, “Me step out there and 
take my life in my hands?” 

Neither the watchman nor the 
irate passer-by should have as 
much cause to view the high 
school driver with alarm these 
days. Along with such classic 
high ‘school studies as reading and 
writing, geometry and jitterbug- 
ging, safe driving has been en- 
tered as a course on the‘ curricu- 
lum of most city and county high 
schools. Both school and safety 
officials have great hopes that 
teen-agers—who have nine times 
the accidents of drivers 45 to 50 
years old—will acquire good driv- 
— which will last a life- 


P. F. Drury, director of safety 
for the. Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri, and instigator of many of 
the courses, estimates that nearly 
1500 students are enrolled in driv- 
ing classes in city and county. At 
University City High School, driv- 
ing has been made a required sub- 
ject for the over-300 members of 
the junior class, starting this 
year, 

In place of the five-periods-a- 
week gym classes of the other 
three years of high school, U. 
City juniors take one semester of 
Health instruction, one semester 
of Safety, which includes driving, 
home safety and First Aid, As in 
other county high schools where 
dual control automobiles are 
available, students receive sev- 
eral weeks of classroom instruc- 
tion, including tests for vision‘ 
reaction, steadiness, and other 
abilities, and then are taken out 
for driving lessons. 

In the city schools, where cars 


ving half of the 
course with test at the end of 
the term, whe theory is taught 
in classes, In bath city and county 
districts, parents are warmly en- 
thusiastic. Of all the U, City par- 
ents requested to sign releases, 
only one mother refused permis- 
sion. 

“Most of the parents think it’s 
an excellent idea,” said Virginia 
Lee. Watts, young and junior-sized 
driving teacher for the _ girls. 
“Many of them have asked if they 
couldn’t take the course, too, and 
we'd have a waiting list of teach- 
ers if we had the time and facili- 
ties. The students are all for it. 
Last year the Mothers’ Club ran a 
survey of students asking what 
leisure time activities they wanted 
at school and driver training was 
near the top of most lists.” 

“This is certainly a practical 
course,” T. L. Turbeville, instruc- 
tor for the boys, added. “It’s some- 
thing they'll use, starting right 
now, and continue for the rest of 
their lives.”

"In addition,” M, Clyde Griggs, 
instructor at Roosevelt High 
School, told us, “we encourage 
students to bring clippings of 
news stories concerning automo- 
bile accidents, traffic and driving 
problems, to discuss in class.” 

The day we visited class, a dis- 
cussion of the social obligations 
of driving was under way. Social 
obligations, according to the text 
and the class being quizzed, in- 
clude such things as keeping your 
car in good mechanical condition, 
sharing the highway by staying in 
the right lane, giving the pedes- 
trian the right of way since he is 
“the weaker of the two factors in- 
volved in an accident.”

The mechanics and , funda- 
mentals of driving are explained, 
both to students and parent in- 
structors, by means of 10 Driving 
Giide leaflets, furnished by the 
AAA, and followed in home train- 
ing. The correct procedure for 
shifting gears, parking a car, 
backing up, driving in city traf- 
fic and on the open highway, are 
given, and the parent teacher 
checks his pupil and certifies that 
the lesson has been completed. 
While most parents are con- 
scientious and honést in their 
teaching, dual control care—now 
on order for city schools and ex-

Teach Your Child Hand-Care

Goma Watumull Learned About Democracy and Grew 
Rich Under U.S. Flag—Now He Shares His Business 
Profits to Help Homeland Become More Like America

HONOLULY, Oct. 18. 
OBINDRAM J. WATUMULL, 
G of Honolulu, is one of the few 
East Indians in history to 
achieve United’ States citizenship, 
and few Americans are more 
grateful for the privilege. To bring 


Indians the benefits he has found, 


here in Hawaii, this friendly mer- 
chant is making gifts of nearly 
$100,000 a year through a unique 
foundation which obtains its funds 
from a full partnership in his 
business, 

Watumull, whom his family 
called Goma, was born in Hydera- 
bad, India. On his eighth birth- 
day his father, a contractor who 
had been supervising the installa- 
tion. of the town water system, 
was thrown from his camel and 
incapacitated for life. Goma’s old- 
est brother, Jhamandas, went 
overseas, seeking a job whose 


‘ benefits he could share with the 


family. Two other brothers 
worked for four cents a day to 
support Goma, their parents and 
four sisters. 

Goma was a bright boy and by 
the time he finished his meager 
studies in the village school, Jha- 
Mmandas, who had found work in 
Hawaii, was able to stake him to 
a two-year course in engineering. 
He graduated to a government 
job, and in a few months he was 
a chief clerk with a salary of 
30 rupees. — $10 — a month. This 
seemed a handsome sum  un- 
til he discovered that Englishman 
doing exactly the same work drew 
20 times as much. 


In a boekstore Goma came upon 
a volume which told of the life of 
Abraham Lincoln. Bitter at the 
discrimination he suffered, he read 
excitedly the story of a dark peo- 
ple gaining dignity and self-re- 
spect through the sacrifices of the 
Great Emancipator. Looking out 
of his window.to the street where 
his countrymen passed, skinny, 
ragged and submissive, he folded 
his hands and prayed for an In- 
ian Lincoln. In 1917 Goma re- 
ceived a letter from Hawaii. “I 
now have a small store here. My 


‘manager lacks efficiency. Would 


you, 
him?’ 
Three months later, Goma, car- 
rying all his possessions in a small 
suitcase, walked down the gang- 
plank in Hondlulu. Going up Fort 
street he came to an intersection 
where a native policeman directed 
traffic. A blond, well-dressed man 
started across the street and was 
brought up short by a sharp com- 
mand, The offender scurried back 
to the curb, Watumull stood 
dumbfounded. It was the first 
time in his life that he had ever 
heard a dark-skinned man raise 
his.voice to a white. In his broth- 
er’s hole-in-the-wall bazaar, Goma 
received further surprises. Cus- 
tomers and neighboriing business 
men called him “Mister.” Across 
the street was a soda fountain 
owned by a Chinese who employed 
white clerks. On the bus each 
morning he saw. white men give 
seats to native women. Every day 
at noon, Dr. Mundorf, the optician 
next door, stopped by and called 
out, “How about lunch, G. J.?” 
They joined a group of other busi-

Impressed by the democracy he 


‘found in Hawali, he took out his 


first United States citizenship 
papers. Then Goma met an Amer- 
ican girl with whom he fell in 
love. She was Ellen Jensen, a 
young, red-haired music teacher 
from Reed College in Oregon. In 
India iff they had met at all, cus- 
tom would have forced her to hesi- 
tate a long time before going out 
with him. In Honolulu, the dark, 
slender man and his fair com- 
panion went to the movies, dined 
and danced, attended concerts and 
visited friends — all freely and 
without embarrassment. Goma 
confided to her all his ambitions 
for himself and India and asked 
her to help him to realize them. 
They were married in 1922. The 
young bride forfeited her Amer- 
ican citizenship in marrying a 
foreigner, but looked forward to 
regaining it at the end of a year, 
when Goma would be — to 
apply for his final papérs. 

One morning, less than a month 
before he was to obtain his citizen- 
zenship, Goma came to Ellen ab- 
ject and spiritless. He held out 
the morning. paper. “Supreme

He and Ellen decided to begin 
by bringing highly qualified In- 
dians to the United States. They 
would be experts in their fields, 
mature men and women able to 
absorb the most up-to-date tech- 
niqueg in such matters as control- 
ing @pidemics, preventing infec- 
tions in mothers and babies, can- 
ning food and. building machines, 
To obtain the necessary money 
they hit upon the idea of setting 
up a foundation which would be 
a partner in the business. The 
first year they set aside $95,000. 
They offered 14 fellowships, guar- 
anteeing passage to and from the 
United States, tuition at a univer- 
sity of the candidate's choice and 
$150 a month for two, years for 
living expenses. The grants were 
open to anyone in India—no polit- 
ical or religious strings were at- 
tached. The sole consideration 
was merit and ability to help the 
country,

Bombay, was given a grant-in-aid 
at Rutgers University to study 
sewage disposal—a neglected prob- 
lem for thousands of workmen's 
hovels in his city. To increase 
food supplies, H. D. R. Iyengar 
spent long hours at the University 
of Washington, studying fisheries. 
Millions of his vegetarian fellow 
countrymen will touch no meat 
except fish. India’s 4000 miles of 
coastline and 600,000 square miles 
of rivers and lakes gleam with 
fish, yet because of outmoded 
techniques the yearly catch is de- 
creasing, contributing its share to 
the chronic famine.

NDIA has 205,000,000 cattle, one

that enables them to give milk, 
Amar Rathore, an expert on the 
staff of the Government cattle 
farm in Patna, went to the Uni- 
versity of Iowa to study the best 
methods of improving milk pro- 
duction. Indians who will not 
touch meat will drink milk, the 
néxt best source of animal protein. 
The Watumulls have enlisted the 
aid of American firms, Four young 
Indian engineers are with Allis- 
Chalmers, working in cement 
plants, designing power genera- 
tors, drilling mines and setting up 
electrical mills and motors. Three 
are working as chemists at Sea- 
gram’s, fermenting alcohol for in- 
dustrial use, and another is at the 
Gisholt Machine Co.’s shop build- 
ing small machines and motors, 
This year, as their twenty-fifth 
wedding present to themselves, 
the Watumulls gave India its first 
Beckman spectrophotometer, a ma- 
chine to record the results of mi- 
croanalyses. Dr. N. I. Purshottam 
and Miss Tara Deodhar, nutrition- 
ist, are turning to India to con- 
duct a nationwide feeding pro- 
gram, They hope to prove that 
with the aid of concentrated meals

malnutrition can be prevented 
and that India’s recurrent famines 
are no longer inevitable. 

Distressed’ by the lack of under- 
standing between Americans and 
Indians, the Watumulls set in mo- 
information shuttle of 
qualified spokesmen from each 
country. Sir 8S, Radhakrishnan, 
professor of eastern religion and 
ethics at Oxford University, was 
invited to lecture in the United 
States. To India went Dr, Merle 
Curti, winner of the Pulitzer prize 
in history for his book, “The 
Growth of American Thought.” He 
criss-crossed the subcontinent for 
four months, telling gatherings in 
every section about America, 
Audiences at Lucknow were so 
eager for more information that 
the university established a “Merle 
Curti Award” for the best studies 
on American life or history. 

The Watumulls are stocking 
university library shelves in each 
country with factual books about 
the other. They have established 
lectureships on Indian affairs at 
American University in Washing- 
ton, D.C., and at New York Uni- 
versity. And at Columbia, they 
have granted a research fellow- 
ship to G. B. Lal, 1937 Pulitzer 
prize winner for science reporting. 
He is writing a history of Indian 
science. The Watifmull Founda- 
tion has set an example for In- 
dian philanthropy. An Indian in- 
dustrialist has just inaugurated a 
plan of sending scholars on visit- 
ing professorships to this country. 
And the Indian Government re- 
cently granted 500 fellowships to 
graduate students to pursue their 
studies abroad. The Watumulils 
felt a great deal of pride when 
250 of the winners chose the 
United States. 

In July 1946, Congress revised 
the Oriental Immigration Act, 
again permitting Indians to become 
United States citizens. After 28 
years, welcomed with flowers from 
his friends and praise from news- 
paper editorials, G, J, became a 
full-fledged American, hailed as 
the first Indian to be naturalized 
under the revised law. According 
to an Indian proverb, the two 
hardest things in the world to do 
are to give of one’s earnings and 
to find a home in aother country.

Bake in a 350-degree 
oven for one and one-half hours. 
Thicken the liquid in the pan and 
add some kitchen bouquet if a 
dark brown gravy is desired. 

Coleslaw With Chopped Nuts 

Shred the leaves of a head of 
cabbage paper-thin, then chop 
with a knife until reduced to a 
fine mince, Put nuts through the 
food grinder, using a coarse blade. 
Add to cabbage and mix all with 
mayonnaise flavored with lemon, 
Season with salt and pepper. 


Nutted Sweetbreads 


Two paid sweetbreads, one 
tablespoon vinegar, salt, freshly 
ground black pepper, one egg 
yolk (saved from Tuesday’s prime 
whip), ground nut meats. 

Soak sweetbreads in salted 
water for half an hour. Place in 
@ saucepan and cover with water 
to which the vinegar has been 
added. Let them simmer for 20 
minutes. Remove from saucepan 
and place in cold water for 15 
minutes. Drain. Remove the mem- 
brane and season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Dip sweethreads 
in egg yolk and roll in finely 
chopped nut meats. Saute slowly 
in butter or margarine in a cov- 
ered pan. 


Lamb Roll Stuffed with Sausage 


One breast of lamb, one half 
pound sausage, bulk; salt, freshly 
ground black pepper, dash of 
mixed herbs, oné can tomato soup, 
one onion, sliced; one glove garlic, 
minced; two tablespoons Worces- 
tershire sauce. 

Have your butcher bone the 
breast of lamb for you, Spread 
with bulk sausage and roll. Brown 
on all sides in bacon drippings, 
butter or margarine. Season with 
salt and pepper. Place in a cas- 
serole and add tomato soup which 
has been diluted with water, Add 
onion, lic and Worcestershire 
sauce. Cover tightly and cook in 
a slow oven for two hours, If 
necessary add more water for 
additional moisture. 


Grapefruit Susan 


Two grapefruit, sectioned; six 
cooked prunes, three tablespoons 
cottage cheese, six lettuce cups, 
French dressing. 

Peel grapefruit and remove. sec- 
tions, Pit prunes and stuff with 
cottage cheese. -Arrange grape- 
fruit sections in petal fashion on 
lettuce and place prune in center. 
Serve with French dressing. 
Yield; Six servings.

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EXHIBITORS CHARGE 
‘ROMAN HOLIDAY’ ON 
SOME MOVIE PRICES 


Showing Better: Pictures at 
Advanced Road Show 
Costs Assailed,

DETROIT, Oct. 18 (UP)—A 
group of motion picture exhibitors 
charged yesterday that some pro- 
ducer-distributors were trying to 
make a “Roman holiday” out of 
showing better-grade pictures at 
advanced road show prices, with 
the public as their victim. 


“The charge was made by the 
board of directors of the Allied 
States Association of Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors in a statement of 

that condemned the prac- 
tice “in principle.” The association 
sail it represented more than 3000 
theaters. 

The association said that road 
show policy called for “admission 
prices greatly in excess of the 
theater’s regularly established 
prices” with the “major portion” 
of box-office receipts going to the 
distributor. 

It said that a federal court had 
outlawed price-fixing, but that 
pending a Supreme Court ruling 
“certain of the major producer- 
distributors threatened to turn 
their reprive into a Roman holi- 
day with the movie-going public 
as their victim.” 

“Invariably the theater owner 
betomes a victim also,” the as- 
sociation said, “bearing the resent- 
ment and consequent loss from the 
public’s reaction to this profiteer- 
ing policy.” 

The association said an “un- 
precented”. number of four pic- 
tures were being shown at ad- 
vanced prices this season, with 
five more contemplated. 


Salting Any Cloud With Dry Ice 


Isn’t Enough to Bring on Rain 


Right Conditions Are Needed Beforehand— 
For Instance, Formation Must 
Be Supercooled. 


By SAM DAWSON | 
NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
Rain cannot be made by picking 


out just any old cloud and salting 
its tail with dry ice. 

If nature hasn’t prepared the 
right conditions beforehand, the 
plane might as well be left on the 
ground. 

For one thing, the cloud has to 
be supercooled—a term taken, not 
from Hollywood, but from the 
meteorologists—and nature has to 
do that trick, not the scientist, the 
pilot, or the farmer whose crops. 
may be burning up. 

A supercooled cloud is one in 
which the moisture content is be- 
low freezing in temperature but 
still liquid. A meteorologist has 
ways of measuring the cloud’s 
temperature, to see if it is super- 
cooled, or a pilot can report icing 
on his plane as he flies through 
the cloud. . 

Failure by Amateurs, 

Some amateurs, lured by the 
modern technique of rain-making, 
have tackled clouds where *the 
moisture content was above freez- 
ing, and seeded them with dry ice. 
Nothing happened. 

Others have succeeded in mak- 
ing rain from the cloud, but none 
of it reached the earth because 
the cloud was too dry and the pre- 
cipitation quickly evaporated. . 

Others have used too large and 
too heavy dry ice pellets, which 
have fallen straight through the 
supercooled portion of the cloud 
before evaporating and setting up 


the processes of precipitation. Still 
others have used too much dry ice 
—the most effective is a gradual 
distribution of one and one-half 
pounds a mile of cloud. 

Vincent J. Schaefer, General 
Electric research scientist who 
first produced snow artificially in 
November 1946, said that before 
any rain-making or snow-making 
experiments can be _ successful, 
prevailing weather conditions in 
the immediate area must be ana- 
lyzed carefully by a competent 
meteorologist. 

Why Effort Failed, - 


Discussing recent failure to pro- 
duce rain over a forest fire, Schae- 
fer said, “The clouds seeded prob- 
ably were not supercooled, and 
as might be expected, nothing 
happened.” 


Under the proper weather con- 
ditions, the right amount of dry 
ice effectively distributed over 
the supercooled region of a cloud 
produces snow first. It then de- 
scends either as snow or rain, de- 
pending on the temperature be- 
neath the cloud, or evaporates 
without reaching the ground if 
the air is too dry. 


“These techniques will work 
anywhere, any time,” he said, 
under the proper weather condi- 
tions.” 

Schaefer, has received informa- 
tion of rain-making experiments 
in- Chile, Mexico, South Africa, 
Australia, Hawaii, in Louisiana, 
Washington, Oregon, Arizona and 


California, using his technique. 
Others have been reported in 
Texas, Illinois, Oklahoma,. New 
Mexico, Missouri, Iowa and Ne- 
braska, 

General Electric and branches

Some of the reasons motivating 
attempts to make it rain or snow 
include: relieving parched crops, 
combatting forest fires, refilling 
irrigation reservoirs, covering ski- 
runs with snow, and blanketing 
tender crops with snow to protect 
against low temperatures. 

Relieving a heat wave by pro- 
ducing a cooling rain is still a too 
grandiose conception. The small 
local rains produced by judicious 
use of dry ice on a supercooled 
cloud affect a limited area tem- 
porarily and have little effect on 
the large air masses that control 
general weather conditions.

CARBON DIOXIDE 
MUCH LIKE EARTH'S 
FOUND ON MARS 


Presence of Gas _ Indicates 
Snow and Ice on Planet, 
Scientist Reports. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18 (AP)—The 
discovery of carbon dioxide on, 
Mars, in quantities very much 
the same as that on earth, was 
announced yesterday by Dr. 
Gerard P. Kuiper, director of 
Yerkes Observatory of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Kuiper also reported that the 
poisonous gases such as methane 
and ammonia, which would make 
life impossible, are absent on 
Mars. 

“It is well known,” Kuiper 
said, “that the question of 
whether life exists on other worlds 
revolves around the problem of 


whether life exists on Mars.” He 

added that the atmosphere of 

Mars might be mostly nitrogen. 
“The planet Venus has an at- 


oxide in the atmosphere. of Mars 
was measured last week at Mc- 
Donald Observatory of the Uni- 
versity of Texas, which Kuiper 
also directs. Measurement was 
made with the new infra-red spec- 
trometer, designed by Kuiper. It 
is 1000 times more powerful than 
any previous instrument, Kuiper

Other Eligible Titles.

This title 
was last held by the sixth son of 
George III, who died in 1843. 
Shortly after announcement of the 
royal engagement it was given top 
preference by most competent 
sources. 

Mentioned frequently, too, is the 
dukedom of Clarence. The last 
Duke of Clarence died in youth, 
affianced to Princess Mary, who 
subsequently married his younger 
brother, destined to become 
George V. A revival of the title, 
it is believed In some quarters, 
might not be entirely agreeable 
to the octogenarian Queen Mary.

John’s. There were 36 churches 
outside the city. 

The original St. Louis diocese, 
established in 1826 and made an 
archdiocese in 1847, embraced 
territory which now forms 42 dio- 
ceses, 

Seven religious orders had en- 
tered the St. Louis diocese before 
1847; since that year, 55 more 
have been added. 

+ Church historians have related 
that St. Louis, after its founding 
in 1764, was at first in the diocese 
of Santiago de Cuba, and then in 
the diocese of New Orleans. 
Bishop Louis William Du Bourg 
transferred his episcopal seat 
from New Orleans to St. Louis 
in 1817. When the diocese of St. 
Louis was created in 1826, the 
Most Rev. Joseph Rosati became 
its bishop.

Only if he were created a prince, 
of Great Britain would Philip be 
entitled to be called “his royal 
highness.” As a duke he would 
be styled “his grace.” As in other 
previous instances, the princedom 
would be submerged in the duke- 
dom, the more important because 
it determines the rank of issue. 
If young Mountbatten should 
marry Princess Elizabeth, with- 
out his having received a British 
title, any children of that mar- 
riage would lack title as well, for 
it cannot be transmitted by a 


ship last spring. It might even 
embrace the royal arms of Eng- 
land, because of his impending 
marriage to the heir presumptive 
to the throne, 

Invitations on Way. 

The first of the specially de- 
signed invitations to the 1500 
guests chosen by King George to 
attend the wedding have been dis- 
patched and the rest will be sent 
out soon by the Lord Chamber- 
lain’s office. 

The style of the invitations has 
been kept secret, and authorities 
at Buckingham and St, James's 
palaces decline to disclose names 
of those on the all-important list, 
prepared with greatest care under 
the King’s supervision, 

It was learned unofficially, how- 
ever, that members of six reign- 
ing families of Europe have been 
bidden to the wedding Nov. 20, 
Of these, it is thought certain 
that Princess Juliana and Prince 
Bernhard of Holland, Crown 
Prince Olaf and Princess Martha 
of Norway, Prince Charles of Bel- 
gium, and members of the Swed- 
ish and Danish royal families, will 
attend, 

Whether King Paul of Greece, 
a cousin of Philip, can be on hand 
depends, it is said, on the political 
situation in his country in No- 
vember.

Princess Juliana and Prince 
Bernhard have been frequent vis- 
itors in Britain, where Queen Wil- 
helmina of the Netherlands ruled 
in exile during the war. Olaf of 
Norway, with his father King 
Haakon, found’ refuge here, and 
the Grand Duchess of Luxem- 
bourg, too, was cordially received 
in a land that once embraced 
many refugee- governments.

LCT SEARCHES PACIFIC 
ISLES FOR WAR DEAD 


Number of Bodies Already 
Recovered From Remote 


Jungle Graves.

BRISBANE, Australia, Oct. 18 


—While the remains of other 
fallen American G.l.s are being 
returned homeward from Pacific 
graves, additional bodies of hith- 
erto lost war dead are being 
found by an unusual expedition 
now engaged on an _. intensive 
search of Pacific battle areas. 

Headed by Capt. Clarence Haw- 
kins, this 100-man search unit 
stopped to refuel here, recently, 
their LCT (landing craft tank) 
carrying an undisclosed number 
of bodies already recovered from 
remote jungle graves. It prompt- 
ly sailed off on its island-to- 
island hunt which will consume 
fully six months from the time it 
left Honolulu in July. 

While Capt. Hawkins refused to 
say how many bodies his vessel 
carried, he asserted that the 
search thus far hag been “very 
successful.” Graves will be 
sought in more than 80 islands in 
the Solomon, Caroline, Gilbert, 
New Hebrides and New Caledonia 


area. 
In many places, Capt. Hawkins 
said, his hunt found American 


fallen buried by natives who had 


carefully tended the graves... He 
told how in New Caledonia, 
searchers found American pilots, 


| who had crashed, only to be be- 
headed and eaten by natives, 

No Americans, he said, have 
been found alive among those list- 
ed as missing in the territory, so 
far covered. 


A detachment, he related, was 
left recently at Guadalcanal to 


follow up 112 new cases of mise 
ing personnel reported lost in 
that section of the Solomons. 

Recovered bodies are to be tak- 
en to Honolulu for interment 
there or for trans-shipment to 
the United States.

This is the Army’s biggest proj- 
ect in the Pick-Sloan plan for the 
Missouri basin, It received a tre- 
mendous impetus when Congress 
gave an unexpected increase in 
flood control funds last summer. 
The Army engineers lost no time 
in pushing construction. 

The big earth-nioving job just 
begun is the first work on the 
dam proper, although construc- 
tion of appurtenant features start- 
ed early last year. So far, Con- 
gress has allotted nearly $27,000,- 
000 for Garrison dam and obliga- 
tions have been incurred to ex-

The Navy yesterday invited 340,000 | , 


former sailors and Marines who 
failed to receive honorable dis- 
charges to apply for a review of 
their cases. About 14,000 dis- 
charges already have been investi- 
gated by a special board and 30 
per cent of them changed for the 
better, the Navy announced. 

Not eligible for review are dis- 
charges given as the result of a 
geheral court-martial. 

The best discharge issued by 
the Navy was the honorable. Be- 
low that in descending order of 
merit were: Under honorable con- 
ditions, undesirable, bad conduct,, 
and dishonorable. 

The Navy gave out more than 
300,000 under honorable’ condi- 
tions, 17,000 undesirable, 32,000 
bad conduct, and 3000 dishonor- 
able. 

An official pointed out that un- 
der the G.I. Bill of Rights any 
discharge since the founding of 
the Navy may be reviewed except 
general court martial discharges.

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Upon the death of a friend you 
should, go at once to the house, write 
“With sympathy” on your card and 
leave it at the door.

The latter 
method is preferable, if the relative 
is a friend. But the former method 
is followed if the deceased alone was 


known to you. 


On the card accompanying the flow- 
ers, and addressed to one of the fam- 
oh you write “With sympathy,” or 
“With deepest ameetny, or “With 
heartfelt sympathy,” or “With love 


and sympathy.” When flowers are 
add to the funeral of the de- 
ceased, no message is included. If 
there is a notice in the papers request- 
ing that no flowers be sent, you dis- 
regard it only if you are a very inti- 
mate friend. 


A very natural impulse of kindness 
is to send a few flowers with a note 
either immediately or a few days or 
weeks after the funeral to any 
reaved person who is particularly in 
your. thoughts. A few flowers sent 
from time to time—possibly for long 
afterward—are especially comforting 
in their assurance of continued sym- 
pathy.
